The Ri5amer Enterprise arrived yesterday 
from New Wostmlnsler with GO paesengers 
and Dietz it Nelson's Express, bringing o 
few thousand dollars in treasure. 

Among Ibe passengers were Messrs. Robt. 
Grcig, Manager of the RiohGeld branch ol 
the Bank of British Colombia, Mr. M. Q. 
Phillips, late Beoorder at Williams Greek, 
and Mr. II. N". Steele, who left on tho 4lh 
niBtant. They reptosont that llio prospects 
of Cariboo never looked bo bright, and it is 
conlidcnlly expected that the yield of gold 
this season will exceed that of last year by 
over one-half. Mr. Steele, who is an old 
and experienced miner, and one of the 
pioneers of Williams Creek, bos tbo moBt 
unbsanded faith lo the country. Ho oonsiiera 
it tlio richest mining district in the world, 
and says where hnndrods are now working, in 
a low years lliere will bo thousands. l']very 
peipori at present appears to bo doing well, 
and making money on tho creek. 

'I'ho Aurora Company were laking out ihe 
biggest kind of p-iy. They washed up on 
Sunday '.vock 30;) ounces, the result of two 
days' washing, allhougli Uin gold was talvon 
out in six hours, vilillon, llio loreman, was 
of opinion they would bo able lo wash out 
1,000 ounces- 'i'he coinpaiiy wnin oviilnni.ly 
in very rich ground, which might yield 
enormously. The Forest Hill Co. wore doing 
very well ; on Saiulay tlicy took out a iduce 
sveighiiig S3'J. Tlio Forest Itoso Co. hnd 
struck what was euppo.=cd to be tho Prairie 
Flower lead.

dians ; batter, $1 ; beef, 20c to 30c. Most 
of those articles occasionally change hands 
ut much lower flgures, from partifls obout 
to leave disposing ol their store?, Iinprove- 
nieiits are eoni|ilotely nl a stand, owing to 
the uiicerlaiiity fell respecting the route aa 
well as Ihe mines. Some of llio.e who oanie 
back to Suyiiiour arn turning their attention 
to pinspeoiing tho various orucks emptying 
into Sliuswap lake. 

Thu Hudson Bay Co.'s sieamor Marten is 
running twice a week between Savaoa's 
Ferry and Seymour. She charges $10 fare 
and 52fl a ton freight. These charges are 
oonsidered exorbitant, and iho small boats 
are liberally patmnised, most ol the miners 
goiii|^ by tliem ill preference to the aloanier. 
'i'hey carry passengers lor S'2 OO up and 
down, and charge irl;") a ton for freight. They 
make tlu) trip in lour and a half days up and 
two nnd o half back.
